EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Foot Draggers Unwelcome 


About the only agreement we can find, when listening 
to discussions on Urban Renewal, is that it certainly is 
controversial. 

And then the controversy spills over again, and agree- 
ment vanishes. There are many points of view — divergent 
reasons for supporting or rejecting the proposals; some 
are highly personal, others are objective. 

But hopefully, some time before October and the special 
town meeting, the valid arguments can be separated from 
those of less validity, and a sensible solution can be 


found. 
This, it seems to us, is a reasonable goal — the finding 
of a sensible solution — and our elected and appointed 


town officials have a real responsibility to work towards 
this goal. 

There is no room, in the debate ahead, for any sort of 
foot-dragging philosophy. Every official, with a concern 
for the future of the town, should be hard at work studying 
the plan and cooperating actively in discussions aimed at 
common-sense solutions. No official has a right, at this 
stage of the game, to claim that this isn’t his project, and 
he wants no part of it; none of our municipal officials 
should give mere lip service to cooperation. 

It seems to us that active, Whole-hearted cooperation in 
all governmental areas is a must, if the voters are going 
to get any sort of guidance from our officials. Those who 
claim, at some later date, that they weren’t consulted, or 
they weren’t asked to participate, will only be creating a 
diversion . . . they won’t be contributing much towards a 
logical answer. 

We don’t expect all officials to be of the same opinion, 
when the studying is completed — but each of the officials 
owes it to the voters to take an active part in that study 


now. 


Study This One 


There has been a suggestion made, during discussions 
on Urban Renewal, that the town should sell at least a 
part of the municipal parking area on Main st. 

The thinking behind this suggestion goes something 
like this; the area is one of the best commercial sites in 
the business zone; metered parking on the front part of the 
lot is not successful, and all-day parking is easily 
handled in the rear of the lot; income from the sale of 
this land would certainly go far towards paying for Urban 
Renewal costs. 

The Shaw property was formerly to be used as a site for 

a town hall — the plan was defeated at town meeting a 
number of years ago. Since then, the area has been used 
for parking — but in fact, the metered section is seldom 
busy. If Urban Renewal plans are accepted, there will be 
plenty of parking in the commercial areas — and the need 
for such a large municipal lot will be diminished greatly. 

Perhaps there’s merit in the suggestion; shouldn’t it be 
carefully studied now, with a view towards presenting this 
idea to town meeting with full facts and figures to sub- 
stantiate the proposal? 


Lots Of Talk 


For several years now, there has been talk — but only 
talk — about acquiring land for a fire station in West 


Andover. 
To be sure, the Land Acquisition Committee has been 


discussing sites; however, nothing specific has been 
accomplished as far as actually buying a piece of land is 
concerned, 


The growth in West Andover will soon demand action. 


Already there is reason enough to go forward with plans 


for this station; must we wait until thé growth proves we 


should have taken action sooner? 
It would be logical, in our view, to acquire the property 


this year, even if construction must be put off until 1963.

The Problem 


‘‘There is an impression around 
town that the average merchant in 
the business center is either 
holding his own in business volume 
or that he is not keeping pace with 
the growth of the town. Asa result, 
he is getting anever-smaller share 
of a growing market. If this trend 
is allowed to continue, our central 
shopping area could eventually 
stagnate. Such a situations calls 
for remedial action of some kind, 
by some one. 

‘When the town voted for the 
UR study in 1958, it presumably 
did so in part because much of the 
business center had failed to keep 
abreast of modern merchandising 
needs. In effect, the voters put the 
businessmen on notice either to 
accept large-scale modernization 
through public action or - if UR is 
voted down - to modernize piece- 
meal by private initiative, or face 
the possibility of creeping business 
attrition. 

‘From the merchant’s point of 
view, UR could be the solution to 
a major marketing problem. If UR 
is turned down, the problem won't 
go away. 

‘*As I see it, the businessmen 
have one primary question re- 
garding UR: Can they operate 
profitably under the higher costs 
which UR will impose? One answer 
is: Not at their present volume of 
business. But since the economic 
justification of this vast project 
is to stimulate business, the 
answer becomes: Yes, if business 
increases enough to. offset the 
higher rentals. Whether business 
so increases - or more ~ depends 
not only on a new and spacious 
environment, but also on the 
business acumen of the merchants 
themselves. 

“The following arbitrary figures 
may help illustrate the point. If, 
for example, rent were to go up 
from $2 to $4 per foot, a 10 per- 
cent increase in volume may cancel 
out the 100 percent increase in 

rent. Under such circumstances, 
the acid test of economic feasibility 
becomes whether government 
action plus private ingenuity can 
quickly develop 10 percent or more 
business in the completely 
rejuvenated center of a growing 
town like Andover. (Unless private 
resourcefulness supplements 
public action, it doesn’t even de- 
serve to happen.) 

“Our central business people 
now have three choices - 1. To 
ignore UR and let the voters decide 
the matter for them; 2. To study 
the potential carefully, approve UR 
and urge favorable town action; 
3. Study the situation, disapprove 
it and urge negative action by the 
town. The first choice is too un- 
worthy. The second would stand 
an excellent chance of town 
approval. And the third could mean 
that the town may pass UR inspite 
of the businessmen’s objections ~ 
to their consternation, if 
unprepared.

School Board Again Refuses 


Plea For Executive Session 


The School Committee has once 
again failed to heed an executive 
session appeal by its chairman. 

Meeting Tuesday night, the Com= 
mittee first heard Supt. Edward 
I, Erickson comment that he would 
like to discuss the principal's 
position at the high school, which 
will be vacant, but only in executive 
session. 

Chairman Robert McIntyre then 
asked the Board to take that action 
- a motion was made by Member 
John S, Sullivan but no one seconded 
it. 

Mr. McIntyre told his colleagues 
he believes they are doing a dis- 
service to their townspeople, and 
to the children they ‘‘profess’’ to 
be helping, by not following normal 
procedures. These, he said, call 
for a discussion of personnel in 
executive session. 

A number of residents were 
present as observers, and no one 
made any effort to leave the 
meeting when it appeared that the 
motion would fail. Mr. McIntyre 
emphasized that occasions do 
occur when the Committee must 
talk privately about matters that 
should not be the subject of com- 
munity-wide talk. 

He also noted that the towncoun- 
sel has ruled that an executive 
session should be called by a vote 
of the Committee - not by the 
chairman. Thus, he said, although 
custom has allowed the chairman 
to call such a session in the past, 
it now appears that a vote will be 
needed. 

The vacancy at the High School, 
caused by Principal Lindsay J, 
March’s retirement, will be 
theoretically be filled by June 30, 
when Mr. March leaves. Mr. Mc- 
Intyre pointed out that there are 
about five weeks left in which to 
take action, and that this should not 
be put off. However, the plea went 
unheeded by his colleagues, who 
adjourned.

We’re Growing 


How fast is the town growing? 

Some indication of the speed 
was given at a Planning Board 
meeting Monday night, when sites 
for new schools were under dis- 
cussion. 

Figures presented by the 
Planning Board indicate there are 
now 278 approved lots in sub- 
divisions; another 624 lots have 
been presented in preliminary sub- 
division plans. 

Thus a total of 902 lots are 


under active discussion, or have | 


already been approved - plus those 
on street frontage, which require 
no approval. 

The Board felt that four or five 
new schools will be needed - 
possibly three in West Andover to 
one in the southern section. 

A 1960 crystal-ball report calls 
for a population of 40,000 here 
within 30 years. Related to schools, 
this means doubling the present 
four elementary schools; plus 
doing something about high and 
junior high structures. 

School Committee members at- 
tending the session were told that 
it appears most likely that schools 
will be needed in greater numbers 
in the west section. It had pre- 
viously been suggested that a 
school be built on the west side 
of Route 28, about across from 
Sun Acres, and another in the 
Salem st. area. This appeared to 
be less likely, based onthe amount 
of land tied up in the state forest 
and Ward reservation. 

However, the Planning Board 
itself could not entirely agree on 
this prediction. And School Board 
members are also divided on the 
need for one or two schools in 
this area 

The Committee reported it al- 
ready is investigating land near 
Bellevue rd. and Osgood st., and 
plans to use town-owned land on 
Cross st. eventually. But at least 
two more sites will be needed in 
that area of the town in time to 
come, 

The Committee explained that, 
although 11 acres is the minimum 


requirement for a20-room school,
